In 
western provinces, prices are up about 
2 cents a gallon. Gasoline prices range 
from 54.9 cents per gallon at Van­ 
couver in the west to 73.4 cents at St.

— prices up 7 to 8 cents a gallon to as 
high as 34.7 cents in St. John’s with 2 
cent increases in the West with resi­ 
dents of Vancouver paying 26.2 cents. 
To keep Canadian oil from being so 
far below world prices that demand for 
it depletes domestic supplies, Canada 
has instituted an export tax designed

Officials said that between 60 and 70 
members of the Marxist ER P — the 
People’s Revolutionary Army — 
raided the garrison at Azul, 280 miles 
south of Buenos Aires, Saturday night 
and held it until daybreak. 
Most of the 2,000-man garrison was 
asleep when the raiders, dressed in 
army uniforms, captured a sentry 
post. They killed a private on sentry 
duty there and quickly took control of 
key positions on the base, including the 
home of the base commander, Col.

Funds Freed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Education Association says it wants 
the state to release $20 million in ap­ 
propriated 
vocational 
education 
construction funds which it claims is 
being held as a buffer against the 
energy crisis. 


In addition, the OEA asked for an 
additional $100 per child in state 
money for local school districts during 
the coming school year. 


The General Assembly appropriated 
the funds 
last 
session 
with 
the 
stipulation it would be distributed only 
if there were enough state funds to 
cover it. 
“ Although revenues have been up, 
the funds have been held as a buffer 
against expected increased costs to the 
state because of the energy problem,” 
said OEA President Donald 
I,. 
Traxler. 


A 
resolution 
adopted 
by 
the 
association’s executive committee 
said a number of local school districts 
will be forced to request an increase in 
property taxes to cover inflation costs 
without the additional state funds. 
Meanwhile, state revenues have ex­ 
ceeded estimates in the first quarter of 
the biennium. 


The resolution passed this week also 
said a “ determination that the energy 
crisis is either less than anticipated or 
does not exist would decrease the need 
to buffer state revenues against 
decreases in revenues and increases in 
state costs.” 


Traxler said he will ask Gov. John J. 
Gilligan to determine the effects of the 
energy crisis on state expenditures, 
and then to release the money if it is 
available. 
Many local vocational education 
projects are being held up because of 
the absence of matching state funds. 
“ The OEA is also asking the 
governor to recommend to the Ohio 
General Assembly a supplemental 
appropriation of $100 per child for 
school operating expenses next school 
year,” as soon as it’s determined that 
the money is available, Traxler said. 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Oil company 
executives today were accused of 
“ cheating the American public” as 
they appeared before a Senate panel 
probing the severity of the energy 
crisis. 
The charges were made in an 
opening statement by Sen. Abraham 
Ribicoff, D-Conn., of the Senate per­ 
manent investigations subcommittee. 
A statement submitted under oath 
by Roy A. Baze, senior vice president 
for Exxon, the country’s largest oil 
firm, flatly rejected the charges. 
Exxon “ has not fabricated or con­ 
trived to bring about the current tight 
energy supply situation,” Baze said. 
“ The petroleum companies have made 
major efforts to prevent the shortage 
from occurring,” he said. 
Ribicoff had accused the companies 
of using the “ fright and panic” 
triggered by reports of severe fuel 
shortages “ to squeeze out the small 
independent dealers,” and of using the 
sharp increases in the price of foreign 
oil to push up the price of domestic oil. 
Ribicoff called for a price freeze on 
petroleum products until the severity 
of the shortage can be determined. 
Ribicoff also said it was time to cut off 
tax breaks which he said the oil 
companies were using to “ deprive the 
American treasury of approximately 
$3 billion a year.” 
He said the oil firms had misled 
federal energy chief William E. Simon 
as to the severity of the shortages. 
Subcommittee Chairman Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Mich., said that some of 
the information the companies had 
submitted to his staff was evasive. 
Simon was scheduled to appear 
before the panel today, but sub­ 
committee staff members said he was 
out of town and would be called to 
testify at a later date. 
At the same time, a joint economic 
subcommittee continues its probe of 
the accuracy and reliability of the 
energy data furnished government 
agencies by the oil companies. 


The Senate leadership has said that 
the emergency energy bill that 
Congress failed to pass in the final 
days before the month-long winter 
recess would have first priority when 
Congress returned. 
But Jackson now says that doubts 
about the severity of fuel shortages 
raise “ questions as to the need for 
legislation granting government un­ 
precedented broad authority to allo­ 
cate and ration fuels and to mandate 
energy conservation measures.” 
Passage of the bill in the days before 
Christmas was blocked by a filibuster 
conducted by Republicans and sen­ 
ators from oil-producing states who 
objected to, among other things, a 
provision designed to prevent the 
petroleum industry from earning 
windfall profits as a result of fuel 
shortages. 
Senate Minority leader Hugh Scott, 
R-Pa., who met with President Nixon 
Friday, 
indicated 
that 
the 
Administration wants to pass a 
“ barebones” energy bill free of such 
controversial issues as excess profits. 
A similar Administration bid for a 
stripped-down version of the bill was 
defeated by the House just before 
Congress adjourned Dec. 22. 
Senate sources say they expect little 
action before Wednesday, when Sens. 
Paul J. Fannin, R-Ariz., and Clifford 
P. Hansen, R-Wyo., the chief Re­ 
publican opponents of the bill, are 
scheduled to return from a journey to 
the Middle East. The House is ex­ 
pected to await Senate action before 
taking up the bill. 
Nixon is to meet later this week with 
Senate and House leaders to press for 
passage of the emergency energy • 
legislation, which would give him the 
authority to order gasoline rationing 
and other conservation measures. 
Aides said the President also would 
discuss the question of whether the 
crisis is fact or fiction “ because it is a 
matter that he understands is of con­ 
cern to the American people.” 


Saturday, Nixon said in a 15-minute 
radio speech that Americans would 
never have to pay $1 a gallon for gas or 
$1 for a loaf of bread. And he said gas 
rationing and hardships this winter 
can be avoided by voluntary con­ 
servation efforts. 
He said the full force of the crisis 
would be felt if Americans eased up on 
energy conservation measures. If that 
happened, he said “ there will be no 
longer any question in anyone’s mind 
about the reality of the crisis.” 
Nixon also said he would not tolerate 
profiteering by the big oil companies 
and he announced the Federal energy 
Office had been ordered “ to conduct a 
thorough audit of the records of all 
major domestic oil companies.... If 
these reports are not satisfactory I 
shall ask the heads of the major oil 
companies to meet with me personally 
in Washington so that I can get the 
facts ...” 
A recent study by Rep. I>es Aspin, D- 
Wis., showing that oil company of­ 
ficials and principal stockholders 
contributed more than $4.9 million to 
Nixon’s reelection campaign ap­ 
parently has aroused further skep­ 
ticism among voters, other congress­ 
men reported. 
“ The commonly held theory is these 
oil companies gave the President $5 
million and they’re getting it back in 


spades,” said Rep. Bob Bergland, D- 
Minn. 


In energy-related developments 
Sunday: 
— President Arnold Miller of the 
United Mine Workers union asserted in 
a letter to congressional leaders that 
coal reserves owned by oil companies 
have gone undeveloped because the 
firms want to 
keep 
petroleum 
dominant in the energy market. He 
called for a SenateHouse inquiry into 
financial practices of leading energy 
conglomerates and possible antitrust 
action to separate oil and coal in­ 
terests. 


—Sen. Frank Church. D-Idaho, said 
in a CBS interview that a Senate 
subcommittee he heads has developed 
information that major oil companies, 
with government assent, “ have 
combined in such a way as to keep the 
price of gasoline high through the 
control of the supply at the wellhead.” 
—Jackson said in a letter to the 
Federal P^nergy Office that his Senate 
Interior committee has found wide 
discrepencies among federal and 
private oil company statistics. For ex­ 
ample, he said. November 1973 crude 
oil import figures supplied by the 
American Petroleum Institute were 24 
million barrels less than reported by 
the U.S. Bureau of Customs. 
Canadians Face 
High Fuel Costs

Canadians are paying higher prices 
for gasoline and home heating oil, but 
their nation hasn’t been hit with an 
“ energy crisis” comparable to the one 
in the United States. 
To keep Canada on a steady energy 
course, officials of its provinces and 
federal government will meet 
in 
Ottawa Tuesday and Wednesday to 
work on current problems and make 
long-range plans. 
Their decisions will affect more than 
Canadians because Canada is the 
largest single foreign supplier of oil to 
the United States, accounting for about 
7 per cent of U.S. imports. 
Canada is the only Western nation 
which currently has the capability of 
producing enough crude oil for its own 
needs. Yet Canada exports roughly 
half the yield from its wells — one 
million barrels a day — to the United 
States. This results in an oil deficit 
which Canada makes up for with 
imports. 
The reason is that Canada’s oil wells 
are in the western part of the nation, 
but the pipeline to carry oil eastward 
now extends only to Sarnia, a small 
community near Toronto. 
Until the recent upheaval in world oil 
supply patterns, it was cheaper for 
Canada to import oil for its eastern 
provinces — mostly from Venezuela, 
Arab countries, and Iran. 
As a result, the eastern Canadian 
consumer has been hit hardest by 
price increases. Imperial Oil Co., the 
largest distributor in Canada, reports 
that since July I the cost of gasoline in 
the East has gone up IO cents per 
“ imperial gallon,” which contains the 
equivalent of IV* U.S. gallons. In 
western provinces, prices are up about 
2 cents a gallon. Gasoline prices range 
from 54.9 cents per gallon at Van­ 
couver in the west to 73.4 cents at St. 
John’s, Nfld., in the east. 
The home fuel oil situation is similar 
— prices up 7 to 8 cents a gallon to as 
high as 34.7 cents in St. John’s with 2 
cent increases in the West with resi­ 
dents of Vancouver paying 26.2 cents. 
To keep Canadian oil from being so 
far below world prices that demand for 
it depletes domestic supplies, Canada 
has instituted an export tax designed 
to make the cost of exported Canadian 
oil comparable to the higher prices 


being charged by Arab nations. 
The tax started last fall at 40 cents a 
barrel. It is now $2.20 a barrel and 
scheduled to hit $6.40 a barrel Feb. I. 
As Canadians watch the United 
States try to cope with its energy 
problems, pressure is mounting for 
Canada to come up with a long-range 
energy 
resources 
development 
program so the nation won’t get caught 
short in a decade or so when its 
currently available resources begin to 
diminish. 
In order to develop its untapped 
resources in time to meet its own 
future needs, Canada needs the money 
from continued oil sales to the United 
States, oil industry sources say. But 
selling oil to America could endanger 
future oil independence for Canada at 
the same time.

Ohio Legislature Faces 61 Bills This W eek 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Ohio’s 
legislature heads into its busiest week 
so far this year Tuesday with hearings 
on 61 bills that range over subjects 
from stray dogs to taxes. 
The House has 19 committee 
meetings on 40 bills scheduled in two 
days starting at 3:30 p. rn., while the 
Senate announced seven sessions on 21 
measures, the first at 9:30 a. rn. 


Daylight Saving Time and the 
energy crisis will continue to receive 
high priorities, but for the first time 
since the session convened Jan. 2, the 
lawmakers are going after some of 
their own pet projects. 
The House Local Government and 
Urban Affairs Committee scheduled a 
Tuesday hearing on a bill by Rep. Pete 
Crossland, D—42 Akron, that would 
permit the impoundment of stray dogs, 
whether or not they are registered. 
The key would be a dog warden’s 


judgment that a dog was “ running at 
large.” 
Under the bill, the owner would be 
notified, if he or she could be deter­ 
mined, and required to pay any 
charges assessed against the dog as 
well as provide it with a registration 
tag if it had none. 
If unclaimed three days after a 
description was posted at the court­ 
house, an animal could be “ sold or 
destroyed according to law.” 
Wednesday afternoon, the Senate 
Judiciary Committee will consider 
legislation long sought by Rep. George 
Mastics, R—3 Cleveland, to establish a 
state-level public defender’s office. 
Mastics, who introduced the bill 
during at least two previous sessions, 
proposes 
a 
13-member 
Public 
Defender Commission which would 
name a state public defender who in 
turn would establish regional offices 
and name regional defenders. It would 


replace a patchwork of local programs 
that provide counsel for poor defen­ 
dants. 
The concept of a state public 
defender has been endorsed by Chief 
Justife C. William O’Neill of the Ohio 
Supreme Court. 
Sen. Michael J. Maloney, R— 7 
Cincinnati, chairman of the Senate 
Ways & Means Committee, said his 
panel will hear Tuesday morning a bill 
that would increase individual ex­ 
emptions under the state income tax 
from $500 to $750 a year. 
Sen. Paul E. Gillmor, R—2 Port 
Clinton, introduced the measure, 
claiming higher than anticipated 
revenues from the two-year-old tax 
justifies returning a portion of it to the 
people. 
Republicans who control the Senate 
may get the bill through that chamber, 
but it would face a clouded future in 
the Democratic House, Majority 


Democrats voted down last week an 
attempt to increase the exemption in 
an amendment to another tax bill. 


Senate Republicans also plan to 
begin working on their version of a bill 
to reform Ohio’s campaign financing 
laws. The Financial Institutions, 
Insurance, & Elections Committee will 
hear initial testimony Tuesday mor­ 
ning on a bill by Sen. Paul R. Matia, 
R—25 Westlake. 


He proposes legislation that would 
omit the controversial areas that 
caused a special session on campaign 
reforms, called last year by Gov. John 
J. Gilligan, to end empty handed. That 
conflict primarily involved the issue of 
labor versus corporate political 
contributions. 
Matia said his bill goes to those 
areas in which both parties agreed, 
including placing limits on what might 
be spent on campaigns for the various 


offices, post as well as pre-election 
filing of expenses statements, and 
limiting each candidate to a single 
finance committee. 


The House Judiciary Committee 
plans a hearing Tuesday night on a bill 
that would prohibit the opening of 
schools before 9 a. rn. The measure 
seeks to prevent a necessity for chil­ 
dren to go to school in the morning 
darkness as a result of the state winter 
time return to Daylight Savings Time. 


At least some local districts are 
expected to oppose the measure on 
grounds that the problem can be 
handled better locally. 
House Speaker Pro Tem Vernal G. 
Riffe, D—89 New Boston, chairman of 
the new Select Committee on Energy, 
brings that group together Wednesday 
at 8 p. rn. to consider a bill bringing 
Ohio into compliance with the federal 
55 miles per hour speed limit.

Many North Americans may 
never have heard of eland, 
kudu and springbok, but 
if 
some South African cattle 
raisers have their way these 
varieties of wildlife may horn 
in on beef cattle's claim to 
meat predominance. The idea 
is not entirely new. Russian 
explorers took African game 
back to their country in the 
nineteenth century to breed as 
farm animals. 
However that experiment 
turned out, the Africans are 


convinced 
the 
concept of 
raising herds of game animals 
makes sense today. The eland, 
they 
point 
out, 
not 
only 
provided meat but gives milk 
which is higher in butterfat, 
richer in 
several 
minerals, 
contains twice as much protein 
and keeps longer than cow’s 
milk. 
Economic comparisons also 
look 
promising. 
Research 
studies over 10 years found the 
game animals provided more 
meat and six times as much 


revenue for the farmers as 
cattle. One advantage noted 
was that game animals made 


better use of their environment 
because it was native habitat 
for them. 


Beef cattle are adaptable 
animals, found in almost every 
climate.

On Oct. 29, 1970, the full meaning of 
the word came home when Ryan un­ 
derwent an operation for cancer. 
“ I never told anyone about it before 
because I didn’t want people to feel 
sorry for me,” the author of “The 
longest Day,” “The I^ast Battle” and 
a new work said as he waited for lunch 
at a tavern near his home. 
“ Please make it clear that there has 
been a complete remission,” he added. 
Twice during the intervening years, 
the disease recurred and Ryan had to 
undergo further treatment. At one 
point, his doctor told Mrs. Ryan her 
husband might not live more than 48 
hours. 
The

termination brought Ryan to the point 
where a gout-like stiffness in his left 
leg is the only noticeable sign of his re­ 
cent medical history. 
During the relapse and recovery 
period, Ryan completed the final 
volume of his World War II trilogy. “A 
Bridge Too Far,” the story of the 
massive British and American attack 
through Holland in September 1944, 
will be published this fall by 18 dif­ 
ferent publishers around the world. 
“This story (in which the Allies were 
stopped at the Dutch City of Arnem) 
has been swept under the rug so 
beautifully that this is the first time it 
is being told in the United States,” 
Ryan said. 
By contrast, he added, “the British 
have known about Arnem for years 
because they have a habit of painting 
their failures as victories.” 
The book also includes the first 
detailed account of how Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, the American com­ 
mander, 
felt about 
British Field 
Marshall Bernard L. Montgomery. 
“You won’t believe it,” Ryan said. 
“I used material from a tape Ike gave 
me before he died on the condition I not 
use it until after his death.” 
Ryan will receive his first honorary 
degree from an American University 
Tuesday when Ohio University makes 
him a Doctor of Humanities and 
Literature. 
He has shunned all previously of­ 
fered academic honors but accepted 
this one because he and John Wilhelm, 
the dean of the Ohio University 
journalism 
school, 
were 
war 
correspondents together. 
Ryan, born 53 years ago in Dublin, 
has devoted 23 years to his three- 
volume history. The first two volumes 


each have sold more than IO million 
copies in hardcover alone and became 
basic 
texts in high schools and 
colleges. 
But 
Ryan 
rejects 
the 
title 
“historian.” 
“ I do not consider myself anything 
more than a fairly good practitioner of 
journalism who found a new way to 
write history,” he said. 
“ What I write about is not war but 
the courage of man and the fact that 
man will prevail. 
“ Most historians... are excellent 
rewrite men.” 
Too often, Ryan said, their accounts 
are filled with phrases like: “The 
attack began at nine o’clock and by 
noon the hill was taken. 
“The tragedies that took place in 
those three hours would fill five 
volumes,” he added. 
Ryan’s own highly 
personalized 
narrative style led him to interview 
more than 16,000 war participants. 
Only about IO per cent of this research 
is usable because that is all that can be 
verified, he said. 
“ It is a difficult form of writing 
because you are caught within the 
parameters of fact,” he explained. 
“ You cannot misquote. You cannot 
make up anything. You cannot take 
hearsay. 
“I never use a quote unless it has 
been validated, either recorded in a 
diary at the time or heard by at least 
three other people. 
“Some of my best stories I can’t 
use.” 
Ryan receives more than 3,000 war- 
related letters every year, a situation 
he describes as “A cross between a 
M arx brothers comedy, a psy­ 
chiatrist’s couch and a poor man’s 
veterans administration.” 
“ The most painful letters are from 
German mothers and veterans whose 
children have been lost,” he said. 
“The most worthwhile are from high 
school kids who say they... never 
realized the courage of the American 
soldier.”

Big John died five >ears ago. Mail 
comes to this desk asking for more 
stories about him. More mail than any 
other subject. Amazing . . . 
He was born John Michael Bishop, 
Oct. 29,1883, on Fulton Avenue, Jersey 
City, N.J. He was the oldest of seven. 
His father shoveled coal in an oil 
refinery. The old man had a heavy 
brogue. He had been raised on a farm 
at Ix>wer Scoby, Pfnneseorthy, County 
of Wexford, Ireland.

1 50 Islands Involved In Dispute 


LONDON (AP) — Senior diplomats 
believe that China’s expulsion of South 
Vietnamese forces from the disputed 
Paracel 
Islands demonstrates Pe­ 
king’s resolves to press its claims to 
about 150 islands along the Asian 
continental shelf. 
The goal is the oil that is believed 
beneath the floor of the South and East 
China seas. 
Besides South Vietnam, Japan, the 
Philippines and Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek’s Nationalist Chinese regime 
on Taiwan could challenge Peking’s 
claims to one or another of the various 
island groups in the region. 
A rundown of China’s main claims 
and the contestants: 
- The Paracel archipelago, known in 
Chinese as Hsi-Sha, or 
“ western 
sands.” It consists of about 20 coral 
islets and reefs scattered over 80 miles 
north to south by 90 miles east to west. 
Its center is about 175 miles southeast 
of China’s Hainan Island and about 250 
miles east of Da Nang, in South Viet­ 
nam. Claims to it have been lodged by 
(’luna, South Vietnam and Taiwan — 
which Peking regards as part of the 
People’s Republic. 


China maintains its fishermen have 
been frequenting the isles since the 
15th century as if they were offshore 
territories. South Vietnam claims that 
for centuries sovereignty was exer­ 
cised by the emperors of Annam, then 
France as the colonial power and now 
by it. But Japan occupied the islands 
from 1939 to 1945, and the San Fran­ 
cisco peace treaty in 1951 recognized 
them as (Tiinese territory. 
—The Spratly island group, known in 
Chinese as the NanShas or “ southern 
sands,” They are a cluster of shoals 
and islets about 300 miles west of the 
Philippines and nearly 1,000 miles 
from the Chinese mainland. The group 
is about 300 miles east of Vietnam. 
Saigon and Manila both dispute Pe­ 
king’s insistence that the group for 
centuries has been used, and oc­ 
casionally occupied, by China. Peking 
has cited old maps 
and 
British 
Admiralty surveys, among other docu­ 
ments, in support of its claim. 
The South Vietnamese recall the 
French building lighthouses in the 
Spratlys more than 40 years ago when 
France was running Indochina. The 
Philippine claim dates back to at least 


1955. And the Nationalist Chinese for 
some time kept a naval garrison on one 
island as a demonstration of Chinese 
sovereignty. 


—The 
Senkaku 
islands, 
or 
Huaniaoshan, are a group of eight 
barren rocks and peaks about 150 
miles northeast of Taiwan and IOO 
miles north of Ishigaki, in Japan’s 
Ryukyu chain. They are situated in 
less than 600 feet of water and are 
within the area of mainland China’s 
continental shelf, separated from the 
Ryukyus by the Okinawa Deep. 


Contestants for ownership are 
China, Taiwan and Japan. The dispute 
flared most recently in 1970 after the 
Nationalist Chinese granted oil ex­ 
ploration rights to Pacific Gulf, the 
Japanese subsidiary of the American 
Gulf Oil Co. Japan challenged the 
award, Taiwan protested, and Peking 
entered the controversy with a 
declaration that the “ resources of the 
seabed and subsoil of the seas around 
these islands, and of the shallow seas 
adjacent to other parts of China, all 
belong to China their owner.”
